Prescribes 

Arab-Jew 

Self-help 

To heal the jagged split 
between Arab and Israeli 
peoples calls, not for guns, 
not for dollars, but for help 
in developing leadership to 
meet the pressures of 20th 
century realities. Neither the 
Arab countries nor Israel can 
maintain themselves alone, 
eventually they will “have 
to get together.” 

So spoke Walt Raitt, peace 
director of the American 
Friends Service Committee, 
in an eventful 40 - minute 
talk before the Kiwanis Club 
Tuesday noon. 

Mr. Raitt, a Yale Divinity 
School graduate, spent last 
summer in Israel, Lebanon 
and Jordan as leader of a 
Quaker international youth 
camp in which Jews and 
Israeli-Arabs worked to¬ 
gether. 

"MY FIRST shock,” Mr. 
Raitt announced, "was to 
discover that I couldn't tell 
a Jew from an Arab. They 
are all Semites. I’d forgotten, 
but they haven’t. There’s a 
keen interest to know wliat's 
going on between them. At 
high noon each day at a 
main patrol point in Jerusa¬ 
lem, the Arab Legionnaire 
walks out from his line and 
an Israeli officer from his. 
They meet, salute—and then 
exchange newspapers.” 

Yet the bitterness and 
depth of feeling among the 
people has made the Arab- 
Jew problem the oldest and 
toughest human relations 
problem that exists, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Raitt. 

“Lebanon is the potential 
of what Arabs can do. A 
half-Christian, half-Moslem 
country, it is the leavening 
element in the Arab world. 
Charles Malik, the foreign 
minister, a Christian Arab, 
is quietly going the rounds 
of the countries, mediating, 
reaching toward some sta¬ 
bility.” 

TO STEP from an Arab 
land into Israel is to walk 
through four centuries, he 
said. 

“Israel is a vigorous coun¬ 
try—a beehive. The people 
work all day and dance and 
sing all night. Their belief 
in democracy is so tremen¬ 
dous it is almost overdone, 
choked to death in bureau¬ 
cracy.”

Third and fourth class 
post offices, however, will 
continue to issue money or¬ 
ders. This class post office 
is situated in rural areas 
and in small towns, gener¬ 
ally where there are no 
banking facilities. 

Starting this Saturday, the 
Sierra Madre Post Office, as 
well as many others, will be 
closed all day and there will 
be no mail service, with the 
exception of special delivery. 

The Post Office now is 
open until noon on Saturday 
and also delivers mail on 
that day. 

Starting Monday, window 
service in the Post Office 
will be confined to 8% hours 
a day, from 8:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m. The Post Office now is 
open from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

POSTMASTER GENERAL 

Summerfield’s order also has 
curtailed the delivery of 
mail to businesses to a max¬ 
imum of two per day. Sierra 
Madre currently has two 
business deliveries per day, 
but many other, areas have 
as many as four. 

The order cutting postal 
service came following the 
refusal of Congress to appro¬ 
priate $47,000,000 requested 
by the postmaster general to 
finance operations for the 
third quarter of the fiscal 
year, which ends June 28. 

Instead of the amount re¬ 
quested, only $17,000,000 was 
appropriated. It’s possible, 
however, that more money 
may be granted in the near 
future.

For the past three weeks Charles W. Heckathorn, a 
representative of the National Federation of Independent 
Business, has been soliciting memberships in Sierra Madre. 

His efforts have produced phenomenal results—more than 
30 memberships at a minimum of $18 a year each. 

This is a sure indication that the small businessman 
in Sierra Madre is well aware of the continuing difficulty 
in keeping his head above water The lack of tax relief 
in the face of competition from chains and corporations is 
making his footing in the business world increasingly 
precarious. 

Tlris does not imply that bigness is bad, per se. Large 
corporations, the retail chains, the giant oil companies 
and others have performed near miracles in production, in¬ 
vention and in bringing the necessities and luxuries of 
life within the limits of the average pocketbook. 

In doing so, they have received government subsidies, 
allowances and tax credits. They have large legal staffs 
and tax experts to ferret out the loopholes in the tax laws. 

It would be nice if the small businessman could do 
the same, but the cost to him is prohibitive. In other 
words, without government aid the struggle between the 
big businessman and the small independent is decidedly 
unequal. 

This, of course, is where the National Federation of 
Independent Business comes in. It is trying to equalize the 
chances of survival between the giant and the midget. 

It represents the small businessman before Congress. 

Its decisions are based on the information you, the 
small merchant, supply through questionnaires and bal¬ 
lots mailed you. 

True, there are many other organizations that represent 
business. There’s the National Association of Manufac¬ 
turers, for example, and the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 

The former speaks almost exclusively for big corpora¬ 
tions, and the Chamber of Commerce, while it frequently 
is quite effective in promoting business on a local level, 
appears to be controlled nationally by the fat cats who 
are somewhat blind to the needs of the independent. 

The small businessman himself is partially respon¬ 
sible for his plight. 

Altogether too many of us, operating on compara¬ 
tively minute budgets, suffer periodically from illusions 
of grandeur. We think of ourselves as budding tycoons 
who need only to persevere to become big industrialists. 

The facts don’t support the illusion. Probably 99 per miles past Anchorage, 
cent of the small businessmen remain just that until Stanley owns a commercial 
judgment day. 

The need for good small business representation is 
evident in a thousand ways, particularly between elections. 

Every four years the platforms of both the Republican 
and Democratic Parties contain ringing declarations in 
support of the little businessman and of the need to en¬ 
courage the free enterprise system. 

When the shouting has subsided, though, legislation 
on behalf of the independent is too often relegated to a 
dusty limbo for another four years. The pattern this year, 
it seems, is being repeated. 

Only recently, Sen. J. William Fulbright of Arkansas 
for the fourth time tried to effect the simplest possible 
change in the corporation tax laws to bring some relief 
to smaller businesses. His amendment would reduce the 
tax rate for corporations earning less than $225,000 
from 30 to 22 per cent. 

The amendment, which would have amounted to 
total tax reduction of about $400,000,000, was defeated in 
the Senate, 33 to 52. 

Yet, President Eisenhower said as a candidate for re- 
election last October that he intended to ask Congress for 
about $600,000,000 in tax relief for small business. 

The wide gap between the pledge in October and 
the results (or lack of them) in March should serve as 
sufficient framing to the small businessmen that either 
they stick together or face possible extinction. H.W.E.

Orange Blossoms 
Disappear, But 
Smog Still Here 

It may not be long until 
orange blossoms will have 
to be imported for wed¬ 
dings in Los Angeles 
County if the present 
shrinkage of citrus acre¬ 
age continues, Smog Con¬ 
troller Smith Griswold 
suggested yesterday in re¬ 
porting on the control of 
pollution from orchard 
heaters during the past 
winter season. 

During 1956 citrus trees 
were removed from 1,605 
acres to furnish sites for 
housing developments 
and other purposes, leav¬ 
ing only 10,223 acres still 
devoted to growing the 
fruit for which Los Ange¬ 
les County once was fa¬ 
mous. 

This compares with a 
total of 13,202 acres elim¬ 
inated by the expansion 
of population and indus¬ 
try since the start of the 
orchard heater control 
program in 1949.
